RESULT OF ENGINEER’S 


EXPERIMENTS. 
Mr. A. H. Barker, M.Inst., C.E., B.Sc., 


consulting engmeer, carried out a series of 
experiments on fue] consumption in working- 
class terlements in London, beginning in 1921, 
when a local authority gave him control of 
two tenements for the purpose of the ex- 
periments. 

Mr. Barker has now issued a detailed re- 
port of this work. Among the general con- 


clusions reached afe that, in the case of No. 
1 building, which was heated only at periods 
at which the tenant was at home, the most 
suitable equipment in every way is an all- 
gas one, in which heating, cooking, and hot 
water are suplied solely by gas. 

Where the use of one room in a house only 
is required all day, a closed stove for warm- 
ing, and gas fires for other rooms occasionally 
used, is the most economical equipment, with 
separate hot water supply and cooking ap- 
Daratus. 

A combined cooking and hot water suppl 
@oal range is rarely or never economical an 


@onvenient unless the cooking part . of 


— 


eguipment is supplemented by gas, and the 
service reguired is almost continuous. 

Hot water supply is most economically pro- 
vided for by gas in cases where the require- 
ments are small, and the required supply is 
intermittent and well defined. 

The conclusion pressed on the author’s 
mind is that houses in a large estate ought 
to be designed so that they can quite con- 
veniently be supplied with cooking and heat- 
ing equipment of several different types that 
can be changed as easily as one gas stove 
for another. 

For the full and busy household of several 
adults, Mr. Barker recommends some arrange- 
ments, such as the “ Cookanheat”’ in 
radiators of a special type, supplemented by 
a number of gas appliances, the cost of such 
equipment fixed in large quantities being low. 

For the young married couple with child, 
he recommends a solid fuel stove, convertible 
ino an open fire, with gas for hot water 
supply. 

For the single person living alone, or a 
couple out all day, the all-gas outfit is both 
cheaper and more convenient than any other. 

In all cases gas should be run to all points 
so that a tenant can have a gas fire any 
were he desires. 

Everything possible should be done to en- 
cou age the use of gas instead oí coke oOu

GREAT FIRST WICKET 
STAND

BY HOBBS AND SUTCLIFFE. 

On a splendid wicket at Aigburth yesterday 
the Australians stayed in all the afternoon 
in the opening of their second match with 
Lancashire, putting together the fine score 
of 380 for the loss of only three wickets. 
They had delightful conditions under which 
to” bat. for the weather was bright and 
warm, with a nice breeze. Bardsley ‘obtained 
his fourth three-figure innings of the tour 
and carried off the honours, giving another 
of his perfectly sound and workmanlike dis- 
plays. Indeed, to such an extent was he 
master of the situation that not until he had 
made 145 could it be said that he was really 
beaten by the ball. He and Woodfull opened 
in great style by putting on 116 for the 
first wicket in an hour and fifty-five minutes. 
Woodfull, who hit six 4’s, batted extremely 
well, showing greater variety in his scoring 
strokes than usual. 

Then came a great partnership, Andrews 
helping to put on 191 runs in two hours and 
ten minutes. Andrews gave a delightful 
exhibition of driving and cutting and strong 
on-side play, making no mistake and hitting 
thirteen 4’s. Bardsley, obviously tiring, was 
the third to leave at 240, having hit nine 
4's. three 3's, and twenty 2’s during his 
stay of four hours and forty minutes. 7 
might have been stumped on the leg side 
when at 107, but gave no chance that went 
to hand. After he left, Ponsford and Richard- 
son stayed until the close to add 48 in 
thirty-five minutes without being separated. 
Play lasted five hours and a quarter. 

The opening day of the annual meeting 
of Gentlemen and Plavers. at Lord's was 
made memorable by Hobbs and Sutcliffe 
scoring 263 together. Their splendid stand 
on the previous day had enabled England to 
finish the Test match most creditably, and 
this was the eleventh partnership of over 
200 together, the total falling short of their 
268 against South Africa at Lord’s in 1924, 
and of their 283 for England against 
Australia at Melbourne during the last “tour. 
Only once before had an innings in these 
encounters been begun by a 200 partnership, 
W. G. Grace and A. J. Webbe getting 203 
in 1875, but the professionals’ present per- 
formance remains inferior to the 39 by C. 
B. Fry and A. C. Maclaren for Gentlemen's 
first wicket, also at Lord’s, in 1903. Hobbs 
enjoyed the further personal distinction of 
scoring his sixth 100 this season and the

Arrangements are almost complete for 
the Imperial Conference, which will be 
held in London during the coming autumn.

History that is written with a faultless 
freedom from bias is not readable, In 
putting this view before the Anglo- 
American Conference of Historians, on 
Tuesday, Mr. Baldwin said that, “ unless 
a man made his characters into heroes or 
devils, or both, he seldom was an interest- 
ing writer.”

British Trade Returns.

Seven years ago 
tons of shipping construction in 
British yards; to-day there are barely 
800.000 tons under the gantries. There is 
less traffic upon the seas than in the years 
of the world’s prosperity, and there are 
more foreign-owned and foreign-built ships 
to deal with the reduced bulk of the 
world’s commeree. At a time when 
Britain's once predominant shipbuilding 
industry needs to be rid of every handi- 
cap it is burdened with the difficulties 
created by the coal strike. Every branch 
of English trade and industry shows a 
deplorable decline for the first six months 
of this year. Exports of coal have fallen 
in value from nearly £26,000,000 for the 
first half of 1925 to little over £17,000,000 
for the first half of 1926. The value of 
exports in the iron and steel industries 
during the first half of this year is nearly 
£2,000,000 less than during the same period 
last year. Exports of cotton and woollen 
goods have declined alarmingly. In view 
of the figures for the half-year, therefore, 
it is exceedingly encouraging to find a big 
improvement in the trade returns for 
Jane as compared with those for May. 
Imports increased by £16,000,000 to nearly 
£98 .000.000 : exports increased he 
£4,000,000 to £50,000,000, and re-exports 
rose by £5,000,000 to nearly £11,000,000.

The Brain of the Bee. 


So often are the marvels of the bee’s 
intelligence extolled that it is interesting 
to read, in Chambers’s Journal, an 
apiarist’s account of bees’ stupidity. Mr. 
Canning Williams describes vagaries 
observed among his own swarms, such as 
the selection of absurd places for nests. 
The choice of a street pillar-box manifests 
intelligence ; for the bee cannot be expected 
to know that, even in Saorstát Evreann, 
pillar-boxes, sooner or later, are cleared 
by postmen. The choice, however, of a 
top-hat in an old wardrobe, the bonnet of 
a motor car, or an open hedge, reveals a 
sorry lapse in the instinct for security. 
Frequently Mr. Williams has observed the 
deliberate crushing of young queens to 
death following tumult in the hive. This 
he attributes to the mistaking of her for 
an alien. Frequently, the introduction of 
a new. fertile queen has been resented, 
and once the newcomer’s eyes were torn 
out. It is common for a “ laying-worker ”’ 
to take the place of the absent queen. The 
‘(laying worker” lays unfertilised eggs, 
which produce only drones. Continuance 
of one of these usurpers in authority 
results, therefore, in the ultimate extinc- 
tion of the swarm. The usual remedy by 
apiarists is to unite a colony containing a 
‘ laying-worker’’ with a stock proper:y 
equipped with a queen-—action which 
results in the prompt discovery and ex- 
tinction of the usurper. One of the most 
curious blunders made by bees is to instal 
a new or ‘' supersedure’’ queen after the 
slaughter of the drones. The result is the 
production of hundreds of drones on the 
combs and drone-infants in the cells, while. 
the workers die off, unreplenished, and the 
greedy, idle males consume the stores of 
the colony. For all its cunning, the brain 
of the bee can err.

MOTOR DRIVERS’ LICENCES, 
IO THE EDITOR OF TIE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—We have been hearing and reading a 
great deal recently about the development of 
the tourist trade in the Irish Free State. As 
one who frequently visits Northern Ireland, I 
can vouch for the fact that the obligation on 
a motor tourist from the Northern State to 
procure a Free State driver’s licence, at a cost 
of ten shillings, as soon as he crosses the 
border, is killing the motor tourist traffic from 
the North into this country. When in the 
North I repeatedly hear statements like this :— 
“I should like to have an occasional week: 
end motoring tour in the Free State, but I am 
hanged if I am going to pay ten shillings for 
the privilege of spending my money and 
driving my car for a few days in the South.” 
The Northerner is a business man who natu- 
rally thinks twice about. paying ten shillings 
for the privilege of motoring for a few days in 
the South, while he can drive the full vear in 
the North for five shillings. i 

It would he interesting to know the amount 
which the Free State revenue derives from 
this source, and it would be still more in- 
teresting to learn how much the Free State is 
losing by this embargo on motor tourists who 
wish to explore its scenery. There could 
scarcely be a better example of ‘‘ cutting off 
your nose to spite your face.’’ Inasmuch as 
the Free. State and Northern Governments 
were able to come to an arrangement regard- 
ing the motor tax on cars crossing the border 
there can be no reason why a similar arrange. 
ment should not be made in regard to drivers’ 
licences. This, should be dene before the 
tourist season advances further. especially in 
view of the forthcoming Horse Show.—Yours

Ram-Running. 


Quite a parliament of important officials 
is to meet at the Foreign Office to-morrow, 
when a delegation from the United States, 
headed by Brigadier-General Andrews, 
which has come over in connection with the 
illegal running of spirits into the United 
States, will meet representatives of the 
Admiralty, the Foreign Office, the Colonial 
Office, the Board of Trade and the Board 
of Excise. The discussions, it is under- 
stood, will centre round the British 
memorandum of March 27th last with 
regard to closer co-operation in the pre- 
vention of the smuggling of liquor. One of 
the main points of the memorandum was 
that certain United States revenue cutters 
should be permitted to enter British terri- 
torial waters in Bahama ports, in order 
that it might be made more difficult to 
transfer the British flag to vessels intended 
for smuggling, as well as to make it hard 
for false declarations as to the ultimate 
destination of liquor cargoes. 


France s Debt. 


On the whole, the terms of the settle- 
ment of the French war debt, were -favour- 
ably commented upon in the Lobby to-day, 
and opinion was frequently expressed that 
Mr. Churchill has done the best possible 
in the circumstances. In Paris there is 
a spirit of appreciation for the kindness 
and consideration shown by this country 
in the settlement, but the praise is reserved 
for M. Caillaux’s defence of the interests 
of France. The hope is expressed that 
Washington will behave as well as London. 


Dictatorships. 


Belgium is the latest country to incline 
towards a dictatorship, and it seems quite 
possible that King Albert may accept the 
post, since it is pressed upon him by the 
Government. Italy with Mussolini, Spain 
with Primo de Rivera, France with 
Caillaux, and Germany with Hindenburg 
are all governed for the moment by 
dictatorships in a more or less pronounced 
form. It is strange in these days of 
democracy that what were known as 
tyrannies in the Middle Ages should. be 
revived and prove successful, and now it 
seems that personal rule is returning into 
the hands of Kings,

The only satisfactory thing in the 
report issued some two weeks ago by the 
British Government was that it also decided 
that Sir Hugh Lane did intend that codicil for 
his last will and testament.

“ You will forgive me,” Senator Yeats went 
on, ‘‘if I forget that I am occasj6fmily a 
politician and remember that I any always a 
man of letters, and speak less diplomatically 
and with less respect for instititions and 
great names, than is, perhaps, usual public 
life, at least in Irish public life, duritg these 
Jast correct years. 

‘‘In our endeavour to have our case laid 
before the British public once more, to have 
the fallacies of this report exposed, we. are 
faced by an unexpected difficulty. Three weeks 
ago, while the report was still unissued, when 
the British Government had announced no 
decision. when the whole matter was 
sub judice between the nations, the King 
opened the new wing of the Tate Gallery— 
that is to say, the building, which, it is 
claimed, was built to contain these pictures by 
Sir Joseph Duveen, and of which they are the 
principal ornament. As the King made his 
speech, or as he passed through the Gallery 
to deliver it, his eyes must constantly have 
looked upon the words ‘ Lane Bequest.’ 


FREE STATE POLICY. 

“It is our policy in this country, seeing 
that very lately we preferred a King to a 
President, and endured a civil war through 
that preference, to remain upon the friendliest 
terms with Royalty, and to many people in 
this ceuntry it has ben more than 
Eag: They have been told, I do not 

now whether truthfully or not, that the 
King is personally friendly to this country, 
and that a certain speech which influenced 
our affairs for good was made on his own initia- 
tive. Statements of that*kind are frequently 
untrue; they are put about for policy; but 
whether true or not, we have no desire to 
disturb the impression that they have left. 
Our relations with the North make this the 
more essential. 

“ But it will be impossible to preserve this 
attitude towards Royalty if certain obvious 
conditions are ignored. When the King was 
urged to perform an action which seriously 
compromised a claim made by this nation, 
when he was urged to intervene in this inter- 
national dispute, was it pointed out to him 
that he should be advised, not by his English 
Ministers alone, but also, through the 
Governor-General ‘or otherwise, by his Irish 
Ministers? We hawe no means of question- 
ing Ministers in this House, and I would be 
glad, therefore, if some one in the Dail would 
ask President Cosgrave if his Government 
was consulted before the King opened the 
new Modern Gallery in London. 

‘‘Important as our claim for the Lane 
pictures is, this question seems to me to raise 
an issue of far greater importance, one 
vitally affecting the constitutional sition, 
not only of this country, but si every 
Dominion. I can imagine the British |Govern- 
ment replying in the evasive spirit of its 
commission that, as our claim was moral and 
not legal the King was not bound to take 
cognisance of it; but in disputes between 
nations, and the British Government itself 
has in its terms of reference to the commis- 
sion called this dispute international, it is 
not legal, but moral and material issues that 
cause the trouble. 

“A day may come when the action of the 
King may prejudice some claim involving 
the most fundamental rights. I see by the 
daily papers that Canada and the Irish Free 
State are to seek at the next Imperial Con- 
ference for some clarification or modification 
of the relations between the Crown and the 
Dominions. I think that this recent ex- 
perience of ours shows that one or other is 
necessary.” 

ARGUMENT THAT WEIGHS WITH 

ENGLAND. 

The argument, Senator Yeats continued, 
that seemed to have weighed most with Eng- 
lish public opinion, and probably with the 
Commission was the statement,, put forward 
by the Tate Gallery and accepted by the 
Commission, that Sir Joseph Duveen received 
a promise on June 9th, 1916, that if he were 
to build the necessary addition to the Tate 
Gallery, Sir Hugh Lane’s pictures should be 
deposited there. i 

“I hold letters in my hand which will 
prove conclusively that no such promise was 
ever given; those letters were not laid before 
the Commission because it never passed 
through the minds of the three witnesses— 
Lady Gregory, Mrs Shine and myself—that 
the Commission would go outside its refer- 
ence, nor did it occur to the Commissioners 
to question us upon this point. They had 
been appointed to find whether Sir Hugh 
Lane intended the codicil to be a legal docu- 
ment, and whether, if so, considering the in- 
ternational issue involved, it should be given 
efiect. It never occurred to us that they 
would repudiate their reference, and declare 
thet there was no international issue involved, 
and then go into a mass of detail which 
seemed excluded by that reference. 

‘Before repudiating their reference they 
should have referred the matter back to the 
Government for a new reference, and have 
informed us of their action, If such a pro- 
mise had been given it would have carried 
no weight, for it would have been given by 
one party. in the dispute without the know- 
ledge of the other. 

‘Tt was not given. Sir Hugh Lane was 
frowned in the Lusitania on May 7th, 1915, 
and at the end of that month Lady Gregory 
laid the codicil before the Chairman of the 
Board of Governors of the English National 
Gallery,’ which had the custody of the 
pictures. I have her: a letter written by her 
on June 6th of that year to a great New 
York connoisseur and collector :—‘I went to 
see (taking a copy of the codicil) Lord 
Curzon, the. most ctive of the London 
National Gallery Trustees, and the one who 
appreciates most the French pictures. He 
would, of course, like to keep them, but 
said he thought. Hugh’s wishes, so clearly 
expressed, ought to be respected, and he will 
say that whe. the time comes to the other 
Trustees.’

BROILING DAY IN DUBLIN. 
RUSH TO THE SEASIDE. 


Yesterday in Dublin was another day of 
brilliant sunshine and soft clear skies. Fortu- 
nately for many indoor workers, it was the 
weekly half-holiday, and there was a genera! 
exodus to the country and the seaside, by 
tramcar, train and motor "bus. From early 
morning the heat was intense, and at four 
o'clock the street temperature, as registered 
by Messrs. Dixon and Hempenstall’s instru- 
ments, was 102.5 in the sun and 75.5 in the 
shade, the highest point reached during the 
day. City workers whose half-holiday did 
not fall yesterday envied their more fortunate 
fellows who were able to get to the pleasure 
resorts. 


WIGS OFF. 

In the Dublin Circuit Court Judge Pigot 
remarked that the day was extremely warm, 
and said that counsel might remove their wigs 
if they so desired. Counsel present quickly 
acted upon the suggestion. 

CORK’S HOTTEST DAY. 

Cork was visited yesterday by a heat wave, 
which increased in intensity, as the day ad- 
vanced. It was the hottest day since 1923, 
when the keeping of records was begun at 
University College. The morning was bright 
and clear. In the afternoon the heat was 
almost unbearable in the open, and at two 
o’clock the thermometer of University College 
registered 102 in the sun and 81 in the shade. 
At four o’clock the temperature had risen to 
105 in the sun and 83 in the shade, and a 
little later. the thermometer was still higher.

DEATHS FROM HEAT STROKE 
iN ENGLAND. 


Yesterday was the hottest day in England 
for 1926. London sizzled under a maximum 
temperature of 87 in the shade, 5 degrees 
higher than on Tuesday, but Calshot went 
two better with 89, and even as far north 
as Leuchars in Scotland the thermometer at 
one time stood at 83. The weather, however. 
varied considerably, and the maximum at 
Lowestoft was 

Later in the day temperatures dropped 
rapidly in Scotland, a fall of 17 degrees in 
two hours being registered at Renfrew. 
Cooler weather is promised for to-day under 
the influence of a north-east current. 

The day brought its quota of heat casual- 
ties. Near Glasgow a tramways employé col- 
lapsed and died. 

At Beverley Charles Victor Foster (28) ex- 
pired from heat stroke, and at Preston Mr. 
Arnold James Thomas Ellison, a well-known 
architect, collapsed and died near his office.

AMERICAN HOTEL FIRE. 


TWELVE PERSONS KILLED. 
TANNERSVILLE, NEW YORK, 
Wednesday. 
_ At least twelve persons were killed, eleven 
injured, and twenty-three are missing, as the 
result of a fire which destroyed the Twilight 
Inn this morning. 

The flames, started by some cause at pre- 
sent unknown, spread with great rapidity. 
Of the 48 guests and 40 employés in the hotel, 
many had to leap from windows in order to 
escape from death. 

Many of the guests became panic-stricken 
on finding themselves cut off from the fire 
escapes. Mrs. Peter Martin, of Jersey City, 
threw her little boy from a window on the 
third floor, and then jumped herself. The 
boy was unhurt, but his mother was seriously 
injured, and is now in hospital. The majority 
of the guests were registered as having come 
from New York and the vicinity. —(Reuter. )

RESULT OF MOTOR ‘ACCIDENT. 

Vice-Admiral Charles Blois Miller. C.B.. 
died as the result of a motor accident at 
Berrick, near Wallingford, yesterday after- 
noon. It is presumed that in trying to 
avoid a motor cyclist he jammed his brakes. 
and the steering wheel struck him in a vital 
part. He was removed to his home at Wall- 
ingford, where he died shortly afterwards.

HE Free State Tariff Commission Bill,

On the Committee stage Sir John Keane 
moved a series of amendments. One of 
these, despite the protests of the Minister 
for Finance, was adopted. It gives the 
Commission power to consider applications 
for the abolition of a tariff. Mr. Blythe's 
objection to the amendment was that 
people would not invest money in a pro- 
tected industry when there was a possi- 
bility that protection might be withdrawn 
at any time. 

The Minister accepted an amendment to 
the Betting Bill, which states that the 
measure shall be operative for only. two 
years. It comes into for: on November 
Ist.

Sir Thomas Esmonde said that civil servants 
would he the best men to appoint on the 
Commission.

THE DIFFICULTY.

FUNDAMENTAL MATTER. 

Sir John Keane’s next amendment pro- 
posed to add abolition to imposition, modifi- 
cation and renewal of a Customs duty, as a 
matter regarding which an application may 

made and referred to the Commission. 
He said that the amendment ‘involved a 
fundamental question of policv, and the Go- 
vernment ought to say what their policy was 
with regard to tariffs. 

As an instance ‘of a tariff that it might be 
well to abolish, he mentioned that on bottles. 
What, he asked, did the Government. claim 
to have done by the bottling duty’ They 
had inereased the price of bottles; they had 
fostered the manufacture of a home-made 
bottle that was so bad that it would not be 
used where imported bottles were to be ob- 
tained; and they had gone to the assistance 
of the industry under the Trade Loans Act. 
The effect of abdlition would be to stimulate 
the export bottling trade. 

Sir Thomas Esmonde favoured the amend- 
ment, which, he said, would not compel the 
Minister to. do anything that he did not 
want to do; but it would give additional 
scope to the exercise of his administrative 
capacity, and, if he wished to abolish a 
duty, he could refer to the Commission for 
its advice. 

Mr. . Westropp. Bennett said that the 
amendment might be useful, if in a protected 
industry one manufacturer. was getting the 
advantage and smaller men preferred to get 
rid of the duty. These men might not be 
induced to combine to ask for modification, 
but could be got to apply for abolition, if 
that were made possible. 

Mr. L. Brown suggested that the 
Minister might accept the amendment, 
which would givé him additional power. 


A POINTER, 

Mr. J. C. Dowdall said that the feverish 
anxiety of Sir John Keane lest by any chance 
industries should crop up in the country 
was a very interesting psychological study. 
If the amendment were put into the section 
it would be a pointer to the Commission and 
a menace to men who had put their money 
into industries, No man who kad capital 
would’ risk it in protected industries if the 
word ‘‘abolition ” were inserted. 

Mr. O'Hanlon, harking back to Senator 
Dowdall’s opening sentence, remarked that 
the anxiety of those who desired the exten- 
sion of tariffs to see that no case could pos- 
sibly be made for the abolition of any ‘tariff 
was another interesting study in psychology.

The Postmaster-General, as the head of the 
one Government Department, which produces a 
revenue, and that a very súbstantial one, is, 
perhaps, exposed to less criticism than : any 
other Minister oí the Crown.

LORDS AND THE CLOSURE. 

Last Thursday’s disorderly proceedings in 
the Lords were recalled to-night, when Earl 
Russell moved a resolution declaring that 
lord Salisbury’s motion closuring Lord 
Arnold’s speech on the Mines Eight Hours 
Bill was contrary to the practice of their 
lordships’ Chamber. True, said the noble 
lord, the Lord Chancellor had accepted the 
motion on his own responsibility, but what 
was the Lord Chancellor’s responsibility ? 
Unlike the practice of the House of Com- 
mons, no single peer was entitled to say 
what should or should not be done. It was 
extremely undignified on the part of Lord 
Salisbury to closure a debate which had 
lasted less than two hours, rather -than wait 
another twenty minutes for his answer. As 
to the disorder which followed, the noble 
lord denied that it was premeditated. “'It 
was the natural and spontaneous —oe 
of Englishmen who saw their spokesmen 
being closured by overwhelming numbers.” 

The Lord Chancellor readily admitted that 
the closure was unknown to the procedure 
of the House of Lords, but in the circum- 
stances which existed last Thursday he con- 
sidered it his duty to accept the motion 
which had been moved by the Marquis of 
Salisbury. It was plain to him that there 
was a concerted attempt on the part of a 
group of noble lords to obstruct the proses 
ings by speeches which were not onjy long, 
but irrelevant. New diseases must be met 
by new remedies. That the new remedy was 
approved by the House generally was evident 
from the division. 

MOTION OF APPROVAL. 

Viscount FitzAlan moved, as an amendment 
to the motion, a resolution approving of the 
action of Lord Salisbury in moving the 
closure, and ‘the action of the Lord Chan- 
gellor in accepting the motion. A few noble 
lords, he said, had made a deliberate attempt 
to obstruct, and it was the duty of the Lord 
Chancellor to take action to defeat the object 
in view. Lord Parmoor indignantly denied 
the charge of deliberate and _ concerted 
obstruction. Such a charge, he said, was 
monstrously unfair and was wholly un- 
fcunded. Lord Arnold declared that when he 
was closured last Thursday he was puttin 
forward a constitutional argument. He ha 
no intention of obstruction, nor did he con- 
sider that the charge of irrelevancy could be 
made against him. However, perhaps the 
wisest thing to do was to terminate this 
unfortunate incident, on the yp HC 3 
that a precedent would not be established, 
Viscount Ullswater, whc as Speaker of the 
House of Commons for many years, was well 
acquainted with the closure, said that he con- 
sidered himself a pretty good judge of 
obstruction, and his opinion was that there 
was . obstruction on Thursday. last. He, 
nevertheless, considered that the best thing 
to do was to wipe out the whole proceedings 
on that day, plc this could be done by with- 
drawing both the motion and the amendment. 
In the’ end, the original motion of Earl 
Russell was rejected by 113 votes to 10, and 
Lord FitzAlan’s amendment was carried.

PARIS PRESS NOT 
ENTHUSIASTIC.

i PARIS, Wednesday. 

A grudging spirit pervades most of to- 
day’s Press comment on the Caillaux- 
Churchill debt agreement, even in those 
newspapers which admit that France has got 
the best terms possible in the circumstances. 

In some cases, no doubt, this attitude is 
inspired by ‘political dislike of M. Caillaux 
and uncertainty as to the success of the rest 
of his plan for financial reform, the details 
_of which remain to be revealed. But other- 
wise it may be attributed to the general 
unhappiness caused by the rise in prices and 
the realisation that, after all, France has 
still to pay her creditors a considerable sum. 

The tendency, therefore, is to pick holes 
and to examine very narrowly the wordin 
of the documents. It need hardly be said 
that the main cause for such satisfaction as 
is expressed is the recognition by the British 
Government, for the first time, although in a 
guarded form, of the connection between 
France's ‘ability. to pay her debt and her Re- 
paration receipts from Germany. 

This, of cotrse, is the point on which the 
French have msisted all along. But even now, 
as they hasten to point out, it is not con- 
tained in the agreement, but in a letter from 
Mr. Churchill, which, at the same time, 
maintains the British contention that France 
alone is responsible for paying her debts. For 
the rest ‘il may be said that the reversion 
clause, the non-commercialisation of the debt 
~— another lever against the United States— 
the possibility of the return of French gold 
to France, an immediate partial moratorium, 
and other minor concessions are welcomed, 
though in the case of the gold the question 
is unkindly asked whether the £53,500,000 
will continue to be regarded as an asset by 
the Banque de France.

CAPTAIN WRIGHT IN 
THE WITNESS BOX:

The material was 
extraordinarily slender. There was practi- 
cally no complaint, considering that there 
were 2,000 members of the club. Counsel 
said he could not understand the intelligence 
of people who thought it fair to lay befere 
a club committee such letters as Lord Glad- 
stone had written without giving the man 
accused the chance of answering them. He 
could not understand how noblemen, officers, 
and gentlemen should think it fair to read 
the letters to the committee. when. it had 
already been decided in effect’ that Captain

LORD CARSON’S PLEA 
FOR RELIEF.

From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 


LONDON, Wednesday. 

Mr. J. F, Mason presided this afternoon at 
a meeting of the Southern Irish Loyalists’ 
Relief Association (Ladies’ Committee), held 
at the residence of the Hon. Mrs. Albert 
Brassey. 29 Berkeley square, at which the 
principal speaker was Lord Carson. 

Lord Carson, who was cordially received, 
said that the Chairman had stated that they 
heard very little now about Ireland. That 
was the sad part of the whole matter. A 
friend, speaking to him the other day, said: 
“Thank God we are rid of Ireland.’’ 

When the chapter that had led up to the 
present situation in Ireland came to be 
written—and, indeed, it had been written 
and recorded by some already—it would be 
found to be the blackest page of treachery 
in the history of this great country. It could 
be very shortly told. England made use of 
these people while it suited her. She aban- 
doned them when she thought it was more 
opportune. England used them to keep the 
flag flying there, and then when they hauled 
the flag down they ran away from Ireland 
without even looking after their wounded. 
That is the reason, he said, why we are here, 
and ought to be here, to-day. 

THE POINT OF HUNOUR. 

Proceeding, Lord Carson said that he knew 
the distress that was prevailing throughout 
this country, but the case of the people he 
was pleading for in Ireland was something 
absolutely different. The people he referred 
to were the soldiers who fell in the war, in 
upholding the cause of England, and whom 
England had left on the battlefield to starve. 
They might get rid of Irish politicians out of 
the House of Commons, but in one sense they 
could not get rid of the Irish question, and 
that was because the English were an 
honourable nation, and recognised the 
sufferings of the Irish loyalists, not 


through their own fault, but through political 


exigencies and political wants. Those who 
were called statesmen in this country had 
abandoned these people to their fate and left 
them to carry on as best they could under the 
new regime, 

The Association had assisted 1,381 people 
to get accommodation in this country. The 
applications for relief were overwhelming. 
It was impossible to comply with them. 
During the past month 11,725 people made 
applications for relief. That fact gave them 
some idea of the extent of the problem with 
which the society had to deal. All the relief 
that the Association was able to grant, except 
a few loans, in the last month was £261. 
During the same period 116 people had been 
provided with clothing. 

There was one branch of the Association 
which required special support from the 
English people, and that was the one which 
dealt with the ex-Service men, who were in 
the most deplorable condition of aill. ‘There 
was some obligation on the people of this 
country to try to help those people who had 
helped them in the time of need.

His object, he said, was to give every 
person who would appear before the Commis- 
sion an equal chance. 

Mr. Douglas suggested that the matter was 
one probably better dealt with by regulations. 

Mr. Blythe said that the Commissioners 
would have power to make regulations govern- 
ing the matter, and it was on that account 
that he resisted the amendment. He had 
spoken with prospective members of the Com- 
mission, and the probability was that the 
Commission would make regulations restricting 
the employment of counsel. To say that in no 
circumstances could counsel appear for an ap- 
plicant or an opponent was, he thought, going 
too far.

SUGGESTED PREAMBLE. 

On the report stage, Sir John Keane en- 
deavoured to have inserted a preamble, as 
follows :—‘* Whereas it is desirable to establish 
and foster industries in Saorstat Eireann 
without prejudice to the export trade of 
Saorstat Eireann, or without substantially in- 
creasing the cost to the consumer, be it 
enactec _. It might, he said, be a 
certain restraint on wild tariff tactics. 

Mr. Dowdall charged those who opposed 
the bill with fanatica] opposition to the estab- 
lishment of industries in the country. 

After a short debate, 

Mr. Blythe said that he could not accept 
the preamble, because it would give indica- 
tions that he could not support. For example, 
they would not refuse a tariff on imported 
sole leather, because the establishment of a 
local tanning industry would reduce the ex- 
port of hides. They did not want to increase 
the cost of living unnecessarily, but the best 
policy might be to have, in the first place, a 
substantia] increase to the consumer. That 
took place in the case of cigarettes, with sub- 
sequent advantage to industry and without 
permanent increase in cost in the case of most 
brands. 

The motion to insert the Suggested preamble 
was lost.

On the motion for the final reading, Sir 
John Keane commented on the supreme im- 
portance of the move which the House was 
making. He contended that Ireland was too 
small an area to be a self-contained economic 
unit, Could anyone maintain that when Mr. 
Arthur Griffith stated his policy there had 
heen a dispassionate view obtained on the 
effect of tariffs? 

Free traders said: ‘‘ Let the weakest go to 
the wall,’’ and he would add: “A good job, 
too” It was the best place for them, be- 
cause they could not and should not be 
bolstered up by Acts of Parliament. 

Mr. Westropp Bennett welcómed the bill, 

and Mr. Joseph O’Connor gave it as his 
opinion that taxes should be imposed on all 
manufactured articles, and that wheat should 
be allowed in free.

TOTAL DAMAGES OF £425.
